NOTES 
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CRITICAL and EXPLANATORY. 


HAP. LIL. Per. 13. Behold, ſaith the Lord) There is not a more memorable Pro- 

phocy in the Old Teftament, than that which begins with theſe words and ends 
with the following chapter: A Prophecy fo deſcriptive and particular, that it looks 
more like a narrative of paſt facts, than a prediction of future events. To engage out 
attention the Prophet introduces his ſubject with a note of admiration z Behold / Be- 
hold with an eye of faith, and regard my ſervant. * 


Ibid. My ſervant) The queſtion which the Eunuch of Ethiopia put to Philip the 
evangeliſt, who found him reading this Prophecy of Iſaiah, is very pertinent here. Of 
whom ſpeaketh the Prophet this? of himſelf, or of ſome other? And we may anſwer, 
Certainly not of himſelf, becauſe the character here given of this fervant of the Lord,. 
is by no means r- him. Of whom then? The Prophet himſelf will tell 
us, per. 11. where he gives him the Title of The 7uſt One. Now David, to whom 
Ifaiah frequently refers, had in his laſt words, 2 Sam. xx111. 3. long before this poi 
ed out the Maſſiab under this Title, * * 


The Juſt One ruleth over men, Mt. 
He ruleth in the fear of God. 


The Meſſiah therefore muſt be ſpoken of here. And thus the old Chaldee paraphraſt, 
Jonathan interprets it. Behold, my Servant, the Meſſiah, The Prophet lets us a little 
deeper into his character. | 


By the knowledge of Him, the Juſt One, my Servant ſhall juſti |

This deſcription will enable us more particularly to diſcover, who this Servant of the 
Lord is. , He is here ſaid 40 juſtiſy many by the knowledge of, him, and to bear their iniqui- 
ties, But what Servant of the Lord ever did this but Fe/us of Nazareth ? He, we are 
aſſured, did himſelf really bear the fins of many in his orum body on the accurſed tree, and we 
do not want to be told, that by the knowledge of him many are juſtified. Jeſus of Naza- 
reth then muſt be the Servant of the Lord here ſpoken of. Grotius indeed applies 
this prophecy to Jeremiah, Le Clere to the Jewiſh people in the Babyloniſh captivity, 
others to Joſiah, and the away — to their own people, ſuffering under their pre- 
ſent diſperſion. But whoſe fins did any of theſe bear but their own? and who was ever 
juſtified, by knowing any of them? By this criterion then it appears, that this Pro- 
— muſt have been fulfilled in Fe/us, and in him only. And even Grotius, Who 
as diferaced his great parts and learning by applying it to Jeremiah in his commentary, 
has made honourable amends in his Truth of the Chriſtian Religion, by applying it 7 
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Jeſus, and declaring that neither Prophet nor King has yet appeared, who anſwer- 
ed the character here given of him but 7e Le Clerc alſo confeſſes, that it receives 
its full completion only in Jeſus. And indeed how it can agree to any other but him, 
is hard to be diſcerned by any but thoſe, of whom the Prophet bears this teſtimony, 
that ſeeing, they will not perceive; and hearing, they will not underſtand. If, vi. 9. Let me 
then take occaſion with Philip from this Scripture to preach up Jeſus, and ſhew with 
what exactneſs and particularity this Prophecy was fultilled in him, 


Was not * then eminently the Servant of the Lord ſent into the world to do and 
ſuffer his pleaſure? Was it not his meat to do the will of him that ſent him? Did he 
not leave the Glory which he had with the Father before the world was, diveſt him- 
ſelf of the form of God, and take upon him the form of @ Servant, that he might be- 
come _ to the death of the croſs, in order to juſtify many by bearing their ini- 
quities 


Ibid. Shall proſper) So the margin, and ſo the original word is rendered, Jer. xx111. 5. 
Behold, the days come, faith the Lox, that I will raiſe up unto David the righteous 
Branch, even a King tho ſhall reign proſperouſly, and execute juſtice and judgment 
on the earth. Where the righteous Branch, it may be obſerved, means the tame per- 


ſon, as the Juſt One here, namely, the Branch ſpringing from the root of Jeſſe. The 


Pſalmiſt too addreſſes the Meſſiah, xLv. 4. as proſpering in his undertaking,

And did not Feſus proſper, when he erected on earth a ſpiritual kingdom, publiſhing 
the glad tidings of ſalvation, and declaring to the rebellious ſons of Adam the terms 
upon which they ſhould be received again into the divine favour? Did he not proſper, 
when he taſted death for every man, depoſing him who held the empire of death, that 
is, the Devil? when in the inſtant of expiring upon the croſs he cried out, IT IS 
FINISHED, that is, the great work of Redemption is now compleated, the de- 
mands of — law ſatisfied, the juſtice of God atoned, and. my ſufferings have obtain- 
ed their en : 


He /hall be raiſed up, &c.) that is, After my Servant ſhall have praſpered in ful- 
filling all my will, he ſhall be raiſed to the higheſt honours. 


And who ever was advanced to ſuch high honours as the bleſſed Fe/us, when burſt- 
ing aſunder the bands of death he roſe to a new and immortal life? when aſcending 
up on high he triumphed over all the Powers of Darkneſs, and diſpenſed gifts unto 
men? when, exalted far above all Principalities and Powers, he was advanced to be 

artner of his Father's throne, until his enemies ſhould be made his footſtool ? where 
e now reigns in all the glories of his Mediatorial N where, inveſted with 
univerſal Rule, he receives the joyful acclamations of all in heaven and all on earth, 
proclaiming with a loud voice; Worthy is the LAMB that was ſlain, to receive power, 
and riches, and wiſdom, and ſtrength, and honour, and glory, and bleſſing. Rev. v. 12. 


Per. 14, & 15.) Theſe two periods, the one beginning with as, the other with %, 
plainly correſpond to each other, and give an account of the reception which the ſer- 
vant of the Lord was to meet with, firſt from the Jews, and then from the nations of 
the earth, or the Gentiles; and in each period a reaſon is aſſigned for the different re- 
ception of him. 1

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Per. 14. As many ſhall be gangs Sc.) The Jews expected a temporal Prince for 
their Meſſiah, arrayed in all the pomp of the Eaſtern Monarch, who was to deliver 
them from the dominion of the Romans, and give them the necks of their enemies to 
trample upon. How diſappointed and aſtoniſhed then muſt they be at the Pretenſions 
of Jeſus; who was a contemptible Nazarene; whoſe parentage was ſo mean, that his 
reputed Father worked at his trade for bread ; whoſe circumſtances were ſo low, that 
when he publiſhed the glad tidings of his Kingdom he ſubſiſted on the benevolence of 
his fellowers, and had not where to lay his head; who was ſo far from deliver- 
ing them from the Romans, that they put him to a death the moſt ignominious, the 
death of a vile ſlave, Thus when the Jews ſaw their hopes of deliverance by Fe/us 
blaſted, and their ſchemes of dominion defeated, how muſt they be aſtoniſhed, thun- 
derſtruck, and confounded!—The LXX in their copy read this verb in the future, in 
the ſame manner as the verb which begins the next period is read. 


Ibid. 4: Him) Heb. at Thee in the ſecond perſon. But the other relatives in this 
period are in the third perſon, and fo no doubt was this. The tranſcriber has changed 
the vau into caph final. Similar letters are eaſily miſtaken \for each other. I know 
that a change of perſon in the poetical and prophetical Scriptures is frequent. But 
nevertheleſs tranſcribers have increaſed the number of them, which ſeems to be the 


caſe here. | 


Ibid. Becauſe) The tranſcriber has given us cen, /o, the particle of compariſon, for 
ci, becauſe, the particle cauſal, But he was miſtaken; for the particle of compariſon 


ſo begins the next period. The particle cauſal becauſe is viſibly wanted here. But it 


was eaſy for him to miſtake the jad for the nun final. The fame miſtake has been 
committed, Prov, xi.

cen can never ſignifiy as, nor var, ſo, as correſponding to it, according to our 
tranſlation of them, The great Orientaliſt Schultens knowing this, renders the two 
periods thus,

Such tranſlations as theſe, are, in my judgment, poor ſtuff; and, inſtead of recom- 
mending the Scriptures to eſteem, can only expoſe them to the ſcorn of the infidel, 
and diſguſt of the believer. But this will ever be the caſe with men, though ever fo 
learned, who are ſo abſurd as to believe the Jewiſh tranſeribers to have been infallible, 

at 
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at the ſame time that they believe no others to be ſo. The two periods evidently 
correſpond, the latter aſſigning two reaſons for two aſſertions advanced in the former; 
but they can never do this, till the blunders of tranſcribers be removed. Schultens 
was not for altering a tittle, But, thank God, this ſpirit of error and obſtinacy is 
wearing away apace among us. And the learned Sheldon has, I hope, in his late 
anſwer to the French Abbe given it its coup de grace.

Per. 15. Shall ſurvey with wonder) Heb, He /hall ſprintle. But the reader by com- 
paring this period with the foregoing, will at the firſt glance perceive, that the oppo- 
ſition between them requires this ſenſe, and this only. Grotius and Le Clerc were ſo 
ſenſible of it, that they have forced this ſenſe upon the preſent reading. And Bp. 
Chandler paraphraſes it, He ſhall ſprinkle with aſtoniſhment, adding in a note, The Me 


fiah is promiſed to ſprinkle with clean water, Ezek. xxxv1. 5. from whence it is uſed 


to ſurprixe and aſtoni/h, as people are, that have much water thrown upon them. See 
his Defence of Chriſtianity. But all their ingenuity to force this ſenſe upon the pre- 
ſent reading is in vain; for it will not bear it, What then is to be done? Why, if the 
MSS. which are collated, the oldeſt of which, I am told, is not above 800 years old, 
have none of them preſerved the true reading, we muſt enquire what verb the LXX 
found in the copy they tranſlated from, which was 300 years older than Chriſt. And 
if upon enquiry a verb be found in the ſame prophet, which they tranſlate by the ſame 
word, and which exactly ſuits the place, we may without heſitation receive it for the 
true reading ; at leaſt it may be put down in the margin of the Bible. Now if the 
learned will conſult If. xiv.16. they may perhaps be convinced, that the LXX found 
in their copy jagidu here, as well as there; becauſe they tranſlate here by the ſame 
word as there, and the ſenſe of it exactly ſuits the place. Our Tranſlators indeed 
render it, ſhall narrow!y look upon, but it ought to be rendered, all ſurvey with wonder.

In the three laſt lines the reaſon aſſigned for their wonder is expreſſed, and ſo it is 
in the two laſt lines of this period. —Beſides, this verb reclaims Yalav, him, as belong- 
ing to this clauſe, which in the preſent text is thrown back to the next, but which the 
copy of the LXX read at the end of this, and which makes better ſenſe here. It is 
true, the prepoſitions are not the ſame; but they are equivalent, and both tranſlated by

did. Many nations ball, Ic.) All the nations of the earth, except the Jewiſh, follow- 
ed dumb idols, e s they were led, and were under the power of the wicked one. 
With what porter the and gratitude muſt they ſurvey the bleſſed Jeſus, who in this 
their deplorable ſituation caſt down an eye of pity upon them, and ſent his Apoſtles 
to turn them from darkneſs to light, and from the power of Satan unto God. They 
were dead. in treſpaſſes and fins, in which they walked after the cuſtom. of the then 
world, according to the prince of the power of the air, indulging the appetites of the 
fleſh and of heir imaginations, and were by nature the children of wrath, With what 
raptures then muſt they behold themſelves made alive in Ju, being raiſed up 2 

| e ther, 
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ther, and made to fit together with him in heavenly places. The firſt eon vert from 
among the nations ſeems to have been the Eunuch of Ethiopia, who, when Philip 
had from this very Scripture preached to him Jeſus, was baptized, and went on his 
way rejoicing, that he was called into the kingdom of 72 About 4 or 5 years af- 
ter the death of Chriſt, a door was opened into the Chriſtian Church for the nations by 
Peter, in the converſion of Cornelius. And St. Paul was early commiſſioned by Fe/us 
to bear his name among the Gentiles, who preached it through Phcenicia, Syria, Ara- 
bia, Aſia minor, Achaia, and Macedonia, even to [llyricum; and at the time he wrote 
his Epiſtle to the Coloſſians, about A. D. 63, he teſtifies that it had been preached to 
every creature under heaven. ch. 1, 23. 


Ibid. Shut their mouths out of ſurprize) Shutting the mouth is a mark of ſilence, 
and ſilence of ſurptize. Thus Job xxl. 5. 


Look on me, and be aſtoniſhed; 
And lay your hand upon your mouth. 


Where cloſing the mouth is a mark of aſtoniſhment. And thus with us a perſon is 
faid to be fruck dumb with ſurprize.— The former clauſe of this period was fulfilled, 
when Jeſus firſt ſent his Apoſtles and Evangeliſts to preach his goſpel to the Gentile 
world; this latter was not fulfilled, until the Religion of Ze/as was eſtabliſhed by the 


Civil Powers, when according to this Prophet, If. xLix. 23. Kings became the nurſ- 


ing Fathers, and Queens the nurſing Mothers of the Church of Chriſt. 


Ibid. Becauſe they ſhall ſee, &c.) The reaſon here aſſigned for the ſurprize of the 
Nations is the an-xpe&edneſs of ſuch a Saviour as Jeſus. The Maſſiab had long been 
promiſed to the Jews, and from time to time Prophets had been raiſed up to prepare 
them for his reception. But the Nations had been ſuffered to walk on in their own 
ways. They were aliens from the commonwealth of Iſrael, ſtrangers to the covenants 
of promiſe, having no hope, and without God in the world : What ſurprize then muſt 
ſeize them, when firſt invited ro partake of the Privileges of the Meſſiab's kingdom, of 
whom they had never been told? How aſtoniſhed to ſee themſelves who were afar off, 
brought near by the blood of Jeſus? that he had removed the wall of partition between 
Je and Gentile,and of two people made one Church? that they were no longer ſtrangers 


and foreigners, but fellow - citizens with the Saints, and of the houſhold of God? With 


what tranſport muſt they look upon J, of whom they had never heard, when 
preached to them, as bringing ſalvation? When with an eye of faith they contem- 
plated him, and ſaw their own intereſt in this proviſion made by God's wiſdom and 
oodneſs for the redemption of man, they muſt rejoice in him with joy unſpeakable 
and full of glory, expecting the end of their faith, even the ſalvation of their ſouls. 


Chap. LIII, 1. LORD) This word ſeems to have been dropped by the tranſcrib- 
ers. It is retained by the LXX, St. John x11. 38. and St. Paul, Rom. x. 16. And the 
Prophet is evidently addreſſing himſelf here to the Lord, who was introduced as the 


ſpeaker of the three laſt periods. 


Ibid. ho hath believed, Ic.) Here the Prophet anticipates the times of the Goſpel, 
and perſonating the Apoſtles of Jeſus, complains of the incredulity of the Jews. Haro 
ew, Lord, among thy own people have believed our report concerning thy ſervant, the Me/- 
fiah, although theu haſt laid bare thine arm, in working miracles for their cenvidtion ? And 
from hence he takes occaſion to give the reaſon of their incredulity, namely, the mean 


appearance of Jeſus, and his ſufferings. .

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Per. 2. He grew up before him) Him may refer to the near, or the more remote 
antecedent. If to the near, the Lord, it muſt then mean, He grew up before Him, not 
like a flouriſhing plant which the Lord had planted, as the Jews expected he ſhould, dus like a 
fhriveled forub out of a parched ſoil, under which they could find no ſhelter, and in which 
they could tate no delight. If Him refers to the more remote antecedent, the ineredu- 
lous Jew, as ſeveral learned men refer it, then it will be better to change the perſon, 
and let it run in the ſecond perſon before us, as the following periods do, 


Ibid. Out of a parched ſoil) Nazareth of Galilee, the reputed place of 7% birth, the 
town where he was educated and abode near thirty years, may fitly be compared to 
ſuch a parched ſoil. Nazareth was deſpicable to a proverb: Can any thing good 
come out of Nazareth, faith an Iſraelite without guile ? The very Diſtrict in which it 
ſtood was contemptible: Can a Prophet ariſe out of Galilze? From this place Jeſus 
derived the opprobrious name of The Nazarene, as Matt. 11. 23. ſhould be rendered. 
By this he was traduced through the whole courſe of his miniſtry, and by this he was 
ſtigmatized in the inſcription on the croſs. Under this name his followers, the ſect 
of the Nazarenes, were every where ſpoken againſt, and by this we Chriſtians are de- 
rided among the Jews and Mahometans to this day. This place then was the ſoil from 
whence the inglorious appearance of Jeſus firſt took its riſe. Hence he was deſpiſed, 
hence reviled. | 


Ibid. He had no figure nor dignity, Sc.) Jeſus took not on him the ſtate and dignity 
of a King of Iſrael, was not enthroned in the city of David, held no Courts of Juſtice, 
had no forces to enroll, no commanders or officers of ſtate to attend him. His King- 
dom came not with external powp and obſervation, that it might be ſaid, Behold, He 
is here ! or, Behold, He is there! The truth is, He was not of this world, nor was 
his Kingdom of this world. And as became the Head of a ſpiritual Kingdom, he 
was not ambitious and enterprizing, but meek and lowly, merciful and humble. And. 
was it poſſible for ſuch a King as this to attract the eyes and regards of the Jewiſh 
Nation, which would admit of none to rule over them, but fuch a one as would im- 
mediately lead them out to conqueſt and empire ? | 


Per. 3. Held in no reputation by men) This ſeems to be the ſenſe of the phraſe. Je- 


ſus was lo far from receiving rant among the Jews, that he was treated by them as one

He grieved at the unbelief of the Jewiſh nation; — at their traducing him, and 
treating him as an impoſtor during his miniſtry; — at the contradiction of ſinners 
againſt himſelf; — at their impenitency and hardneſs of heart; — at the aggravated 
ruin they were bringing on their own heads; — at the treachery of one diſciple, the 
denial of another, and the deſertion of them all; — at the clamours of a deluded peo- 


ple for his blood; — at the oppreſſion and injuſtice of Pilate, and his ſhocking indif- - | 


terence to the life of an innocent perſon ; — at the mockery of the High-prieſt in rend- 
ing his cloaths; — at the pretended blaſphemy of aſſerting himſelf to be, what he 
really was, the Son of God; — at the unrighteous inſtances of the Sanhedriui for his 
crucifixion ; — at the approaching deſolation of his country, and deſtruction of Jeru- 
ſalem; not to mention the many indignitics offered him after his condemnation, _

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his ſorrows under his ſufferings for the ſins of mankind, his agonies, I mean, in the _ 
garden and on the croſs, which were grievous beyond example. This is a very im- 
perfect ſketcly of the ſorrows of er but ſufficient to denominate him with propriety, 
A man of forrows, and intimate with grief. 


Ibid. Hideth his face from us for ſhame) Unſupported by friends, unaided by the 
civil power, deſpiſed by the populace, reviled by the Sadducee and Phariſee, and per- 
ſecuted by the Sanhedrim, Zeus muſt have ſtood ſingle, and, as it were, abaſbed, as if 
he had not been, what he really was, the anointed of the Lord, the long expected King 
of Iſrael. Add to this, the mock-royalty they arrayed him in after his condemnation, 
their inſults and buffetings, and their taunts and reproaches while he hung on the 
croſs. And thus the Pſalmiſt repreſents the Mæſiab as addreſſing the Lord, Pl. Lxix. 7.

He was 1 This generation of men had imbibed ſuch falſe notions 
of the Meſſiab's Kingdom, that they could not be reconciled to the pretenſions of 
Jeſus. Hence they were ſo far from eſteeming him, that he became the object of their 

orn and deriſion. When in the words of this Prophet he opened his commiſſion to 
the citizens of Nazareth, ſaying, The Spirit of the Lord is upon the: he bath anointed me 
to preach the Goſpel to the pror ; and told them, thut he was the perſon in whom that 
Scripture was fulfilled, the eyes of all in the ſynagogue were faſtened upon him; and 
ſtrong as their prejudices againſt him were, they could not help, in their countenances 
at leaſt, bearing witneſs to the truth of whathe had ſaid, being aſtoniſhed at the grace- 
ful manner in Which he delivered himſelf. But he no ſooner began to intimate to 
them, that their prejudices would preclude their receiving him, and might provoke 
God to ſend the Bleſſings they had rejected to other nations, than the whole ſyna- 
gogue roſe up in a rage, dragged hi the brow of an hill on which their city was 
built, and would, without waiting for the Magiſtrate, have done immediate execution 
upon him, only for pretendingto'a character which they would not allow to belong 
to him, if he had not by a mifacle delivered himſelf out of their hands, Luk. 1v. 16—31. 
Under the dominion of theſe prejudices, his very brethren believed not in him, John 
VII. 5. as the Pſalmiſt in the Aeſſiab's perſon complains, Pſ. Lxix. 8 


I am become a Why nger to my brethren, 
And an alien y mother's children. 


Nay, bis Apoſtles were ſo deeply tinctured with them, that e/us' death ſeems to have 

given them the greater ſhock, becauſe he had not, as they expected, redeemed Iſrael 
from the power of their enemies. And after his reſurrection, when he led them to 
the mount of Olives to make his triumphal entry into heaven, they could not even 
then ſo far ſhake off their prejudices, as not to aſk, Lord, wilt thou at this time reflore 
the Kingdom to Iſrael? Nor were they entirely ſhaken off, till the Spirit from on high 
came upon them, | 


Per. 4. Nevertheleſs, He it was, &.) Nevertheleſs, to our own ſhame we muſt confeſs, 
that uneſteemed and 7 as Jeſus was, He was the true Meſſiah. He was the Juſt One, 
who left the boſom of his Father to bear our iniguities, and to juſtify us in his fight. The 
particle hu, He, is very emphatical in this clauſe, and it was originally repeated in the 
ſecond clauſe, as it is found in the margin of the Hebrew Bible.

But as God raiſed him up, by this he openly declared, that he was bruiſed for our ini- 
quities, and that theAMebt due to the divine juſtice for them was paid.

Per. 7. It was exacted of him, Sc.) To raiſe and preſerve in man the moſt lively 
conceptions of the purity and righteouſneſs of God's nature, of the truth and ſanctit 
of his laws, of the honour and —_ his government, and of his infinite abhor- 
rence of fin, it was agreed, that the Meſſiah ſhould make atonement for our ſins, by 
ſuffering the Juſt for the unjuſt; and he anſwered the demand. Had he only made a 
declaration of God's readineſs to forgive ſinners upon their repentance, without mak- 
ing atonement, this could never have anſwered the purpoſe. Therefore it was, that 
without ſhedding of blood, there was to be no remiſſion of fins. — God's exacting ſo 
ſevere a puniſhment from his own Son, who was pleaſed to offer himſelf in our ſtead, 
was an inſtance of his infinite deteſtation of fin; and his accepting that ſatisfaction in 
our room, was no leſs a proof of his compaſſion to ſinners. | 


Ibid. He was led away, c.) The holy, humble, and ſpotleſs Je/us ſupported all his 
ſufferings with a lamb- like meekneſs, patience, and reſignation to the will of God. 
When reviled, he reviled not again; when he ſuffered, he threatened not, but com- 
mitted himſelf to him that judgeth righteouſly, 1 Pet. 11. 23. 


Per. 8. By oppreſſion and falſe judgment, &c.) By a figure of ſpeech called hendiadys, 
this may be rendered, By an oppreſſive ſentence, And what ſentence could be more op- 
preſſive, than that by which Jeſus was condemned to die? The Jews pretended, that 
he was a blaſphemer and an impoſtor, but they could not prove their charge. They 
then accuſed him to Pilate as a malefactor; but of this Pilate himſelf acquitted him in 
court, teſtifying that he found no fault in him. But alas! though fully convinced of 
his innocence, he meanly gave him up to their clamours, to be inſulted, ſcourged, and 
crucified. Such was the iniquity and oppreſſion of the Judge: ſuch the indignity of- 
fered to the Son of God. He who was holy, harmleſs, undefiled, and ſeparate from 
ſinners, was condemned to ſuffer the death of the vileſt of malefactors. 


The wickedneſs of bis generation) The generation of men which crucified Fe/us, 
is ſtigmatized through the Goſpels, as @ generation of wipers, crafty and miſchievous; 
as an adulterous generation, a ſpurious brood degenerated from the virtues of their an-

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ceſtors; as 4 wicked, faithleſs, and perverſe generation, who in ſhedding the blood of 
25 would fill up the meaſure of their iniquities, and of whoſe hands his blood would 

e required. And what does Joſephus, their own hiſtorian, ſay of them? Why, he 
tells us, that if the Romans had delayed to come againſt them, the earth wuſt have 
opened to have ſwallowed them up, or that fire muſt have been rained down upon 
them from heaven, as on Sodom; for the Jews were then a much wickeder genera- 
tion, than thoſe that had ſuffered ſuch extraordinary puniſhments. : 


Ibid. For the tranſgreſſien of my people, &c.) It is repeated again, that the Meſſiah was 
cut off, not for his own fins, but for the ſins of mankind. And this fitly introduces 
what follows in the next period, that he ſhould take a righteous vengeance on his 
murderers for their wickedneſs, 


Ibid. Unto Death) So the LXX read in the Copy they tranſlated. And our preſent 
text is only corrupted by the tranſcribers dropping the letter Tau at the end of /ams. 
It is added again, per. 12. that he poured out his Soul ante death. — This word ren- 
ders this clauſe equivalent to the foregoing; and more properly introduces what is ſaid 
of death in the following period. 


Per. 9. But he ſhall avenge, &c.) Our verſion runs, And he made his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his death, margin deaths. And this is ſuppoſed to have been 
fulfilled in Fz/as, when he was crucified between the two thieves, and buried by the 
rich man, To, of Arimathea, in a new tomb intended for himſelf. But let it be 
remarked, that no Apoſtle or inſpired writer has ever applied theſe words to Feſus. 
And indeed the very reverſe of them is true: for eu; 4 his death, not his grave, 
with the wicked; nor was he with the rich in his death, but in his grave. Two very 
learned men, Le Clere and Dr. Kennicot, were ſo ſenſible, that the words cannot be 
applied to Jeſus, as they ſtand at preſent, that they have propoſed a tranſpoſition of 
the words grave and death. But ſuppoſe we were to allow the tranſpoſition, what are 
we to do with the prepoſition beth, in, which is prefixed to moto, bis death ; and with 
the plural termination od at the end of it, which, if properly tranſlated, ought to be 
rendered in his deaths ? But this can never be the true reading; for we are certain, 
that 7e/us died but once. If then the collated MSS will not help us out of this diffi- 
culty, let us apply once more to the LXX. In the Copy they tranſlated, it is evident 
_—_ found neither the beth nor the jed in this word. The two clauſes in their copy 
ſtood thus, |

And thus diſencumbered they give us a clear ſenſe, ſuch as we might reaſonably ex- 
pect in this place. Kibro is equivalent to moto, and et rejayim to et yajirim, and the 
vau before the ſecond et ſhews that they are governed by the ſame verb. And now 
it is eaſy to ſee, where the tranſcribers of the preſent text have blundered. They have 
changed the mem final in Yafirim into beth, and prefixed it to ; and jad, the plural 
termination of Yo/irim, they have inſerted at the end of the ſame word, and thus have 
ſcarcely made ſenſe of what in the LX is plain ſenſe. It may be aſked, how I make 
ſenſe of theſe words. I anſwer, that the verb natan ſignifies not only t give, but ts 
deliver up: In If. xxxtv. 2. this verb is uſed of delivering up to ſlaughter, and in 
2 Chron. xxx11.11. of delivering up to death by famine and thirſt, And in If, xL11.3. 
as well as here, it ſignifies the fame, though neither ſlaughter nor death are — 
mentioned. The true rendering ſeems to be, | _

And was it not righteous, that after J-/us had given this generation of men time for 
repentance, and ſtill they would not acknowledge him for their Meſſiah, that he ſhould 
take ample vengeance upon them ? that he ſhould come and deſtroy theſe murderers, 
and burn up their city? And this the Romans, who were the executioners-of this 
vengeance, did with unrelenting violence, within leſs than 40 years after his death. 
It was then that the crucifixion of Jeſus was dreadfully retaliated upon them; for 


their own hiſtorian, who was an eye witneſs, tells us, that the number of thoſe who: 


were crucified by Titus, the Roman General, near the walls of the City, was ſo great, 
that no room could be found for their croſſes to ſtand by each ather, nor, at laſt, wood 


to make them of. — The ſenſe given of this period is important, and properly cloſes 


this part of the Prophecy; and at the ſame time affords a ſtriking inſtance of the great 
uſefulneſs of the LXX's verſion. But would any one ſee a-ſuperlative inſtanceof this, 
let him read Mr. Blayney's excellent Diſſertation on the LXX weeks of Daniel. 


' Thid. Upon the rich) It may be aſked, why the rich are here ſingled out for vengeance ? 
I anſwer, becauſe they are the ſame as the wickedin the preceding clauſe; and all allow 
the wicked to have been the murderers of Yet. And were not Herod: and Pilate and 
the Jewiſh Rulers rich as well as wicked ? And, if we except Nicodemus and Joſeph 
of Arimathea, were not all the rich men of the Nation, then aſſembled from all parts 
to celebrate the Paſſover, conſenting to his death, and aiding to his crucifixion ? But 
let us hear, how St. James, ch. v. 1—7. addreſſes the rich men of Judea not long be- 


fore thoſe days of vengeance, called the ſecond Coming of our Lord. Come now, ye 


rich men, weep and hawl for the miſeries that are coming upon you. Ye have laid up trea- 
ſures for the laſt days which are at. hand, when your riches, to your infinite vexation, 
ſhall be diſſipated before your eyes by a lawleſs ſoldiery, and your perſons ſeized, either 
to be crucified, or ſlain, or fold into foreign countries for ſlaves. And juſtly has the 
vengeance: been deſerved; for ye have condemned, ye have murdered the Juſt One, your 
Meſſiah, and he doth not yet reſiſt you, or ſet his armies in array againſt you, though it 
is more than 30 years ſince you cried out, May his blood be upon.us, and upen our chil- 
dren! Joſephus obſerves how much the rich in particular ſuffered in this war with the 
Romans, TERA.

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Per. 10. It pleaſed the Lord, &c.) It pleaſed the Lord, that the 1/:/ſiub's path to 
glory, ſhould lye through ſufferings, that in this way he waight bring many ſons to 
glory. Thus the Apoſtle, Heb. 11. 10. 17. It pleaſed him for whom are all things, 
and by whom are all things, in conducting many ſons to glory, to make 7e/us the 
leader of their ſalvation perfect through ſufferings. Wherefore in all things it behov- 
ed him to be made like unto his brethren ; that he might be a merciful and faithful 
High prieſt in things relating to God, to make atonement for the ſins of the people. 


Ibid. That after he bad made, Ic.) Heb. that when his foul ſhall have made it/elf an offer- 
ing for ſin, he ſhall ſee, Sc. Jaſus was an High prieſt, not after the order of Aaron, but 
of Melchizedech.

a ſeed of worthippers, which ſhould conſiſt, not only of ſuch Jews as believed in him, 
but of the Gentile world alſo. In this ſenſe David, uſes the word /zed, Pſ. xx11. 30. A 
bed, i. e. from among the Gentiles, Hall ſerve, i. e. worſhip him, and be reckoned unto 
the LORD for a future generation, i. e. of worſhippers. The preſent generation that 
ſerved him was the Jews, the future generation was to be the Gentiles. See the con- 
text. This ſeed was the purchaſe of Fe/us' blood. A curious paſſage in St. John x11, 
20—33- may throw ſome light on this ſubject. Some Greeks, who came pt erp on 
during Jeſus laſt paſſover, to worſhip God in the court of the Gentiles, a Philip, 
faying, Sir, we have à defire to ſee Feſus, i. e. to be introduced to him. The requeſt of 
theſe aliens from the common-wealth of Iſrael, to be introduced to their great Prophet, 
muſt appear very extraordinary; and Philip was ſtartled at it, However, Philip tells 
Andrew, and after a pauſe, they agree to acquaint Jeſus with it. Jeſus admits them, 
and thus addreſſes them. The bour is come, that the Son of man is to be glerificd : where? 
why, among the Gentiles, as well as the Jews. He does not tell them this openly, 
but covertly : for bad he told them Pays that the Gentiles ſhould be admitted into 
his kingdom, and become the people of God, the Jews then preſent would have been 
ready to have ſtoned him. Verih, verily, 1 Jay unto you, except @ grain of wheat fall into 
the ground and die, it remains fingle ; but if it die, it produceth much Fruit. intimating to 
them, that if he did not die upon the croſs, and thereby purchaſe from among the 
Gentiles, @ /eed, i. e. a people by his blood, he could have no harte of followers 
among them. He then tells them, that as his way to. his kingdom lay through ſuf- 
ferings, ſo muſt theirs; and that if any man would ſerve him, his Father would honour 
him, that is, with a place in his kingdom. He goes on, Now is my Soul troubled : and 


what ſhall I ſay ? Father ſave me from this hour * Nay, tut for this cauſe I came to this

hour, I rather ſay, Father, glorify thy own name Then came a voice from heaven, ſay- 
ing, I bath have glorified it, and will glorify it again, that is, I have glorified it twice 
already among the Ts when at thy baptiſm and transfiguration, I declared from 
heaven, Th.s :s my beloved Son, in whom I am wel! pleaſed : and I now declare, that when 
thou art preached among the Gentiles, I will glorify it again.' I will ſend my Spirit 
upon them, and will accompany thy Apoſtles with ſigns and wonders, and various 
miracles. Then ſhall my name become great among the Gentiles, See Mal, 1. 14. 
He goes on, ſtill addreſſing himſelf to the Greeks. This voice came, not for my ſake, 
but for yours, i. e. for the take of you Gentiles. New ts the judgment of this world of 
yours: now hall the ruler of this world be caft cut: that is, now is the critical time, that 
Satan ſhall be condemned and dethroned. It ſhall no longer be in his power to blind 
and enſlave the nations. By dying upon the croſs I ſhall deſtroy him, who has long 
held them under his dominion, and reſtore them to the glorious liberty of becoming 
the Sons of God, and heirs of my kingdom. Ard I, when i am lifted up from the 
earth, fhall dratv all men unto me, not excluding either Jew or Gentile, who thall be- 
lieve in me. — This interview of the Greeks with Fe/us, is very ſingular; but it was 
preparatory to their reception into the church of Chriſt. They were not yet of his 
fold, but they were ſoon to be received into it. And when a few years after this, they 
found the Goſpel was preached, and its benefits extended to all nations, they would 
recolle& with pleaſure theſe gracious intimations of Jeſus, and make the proper uſe of 


them. — St. John is the only Evangeliſt, who has preſerved this piece of hiſtory. _ 


And to this he refers in his 1 Ep. 11. 1, 2. Vany man ſin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, even Jeſus Chriſt, the Juſi One : And he is the propitiation for our ſins; he ſub- 
zoins, and not for our ſins only, but alſo for the fins of the whale world, that is, of the Gen- 
tile world, as well as the Jewiſh. 


Ibid. Mich fhall prolong their days) So it is rendered in the LXX, Chaldee, and 
Vulgate: and this ſeems to be the true ſenſe of the words. His ſeed, as I have ob- 
ſerved, means a feed of worſhippers, a numerous ſpiritual progeny, that is, a church 
which was to be collected out of all the nations of the earth, and which Jeſus pur- 
chaſed with his blood. And thus before his aſcenſion, he commiſſioned his Apoſtles: 
Go forth, and make all nations my diſciples, baptizing them into the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Hely Spirit; and teaching them to obſerve all things whatſoever I have 
commended you : and behold, I am always preſent with you, even to the end of the world, 
Upon his reſurrection all power was given him, both in heaven and on earth, for the 
protection of his church, This he has conſtantly employed in its defence to this 
day, and in ſpite of all the artifices of Satan, and attacks of infidels, it fall prolong its 
days, one generation of Chriſtians ſhall ariſe after another, till this world be no more,

Per. 11. And) In reading the Hebrew Scriptures, no particle occurs oftener, or 
gives more trouble than vay. It bears the ſenſe of almoſt every particle, In different 
places it is copulative, diſeretive, adverſative, cauſa}, affirmative, eonverſive, explica- 
tive, and expletive; and ſometimes it is inſerted in a wrong place, and at others omit- 
ted, which ſeems to have been the caſe here. — The diviſion of the period here fol- 
lowed, ſeems to be the moſt natural: But let the learned judge for themſelves. No- 
thing can be more certain, than that the preſent diviſion of the chapter and period is, 
in many places of Scripture, very injudicious: And this ſometimes ſpreads a darkneſs 
over them, almoſt impenetrable. W hat can be more notoriouſly injudicious, than the 
diviſion and ſeparation of this celebrated Prophecy; by making one part of it cloſe the 
foregoing chapter, and the other begin this; when the whole Prophecy ſo evidently 
belongs to the ſame perſon, and is fo cloſely and clearly connected? How injudicious 
to ſeparate the City from the Diſtrict in which it is ſituated, in 1{.xxv1. 1. when com- 
mon ſenſe will teach us to reſtore the Diſtrit to the City, and the metre will juſtify 
it? On that day ſhall be ſung this ſong : 


In the land of Judah we have a ftrong city ; 
Salvation will God appoint for walls and bulwarks. 


It is well known that the city here meant was Feru/alem, ſituate d, not 1 
but in the tribe of Judah, according to Pf, LxxvIII. 68. FY ny land,

Here then it is declared, that when Jeſus ſhould look back on all he had done, 
and all he had ſuffered in this cauſe, and compared it with the glorious inheritance he 
had purchaſed for his church, he ſhould be well ſatisfied, and acknowledge it to be a 
juſt equivalent for the travail of his Soul. Hence Fe/as, having finiſhed the work, in 
dis addreſs to his Father, Joh.xv11.4,5.& 24. claims the reward. I have glorified Thee 
on earth, I have finiſhed the work which Thou gaveſt me to do: And now, O Fa- 
ther, glorify Thou me with thine own felf, with the glory which I had with Thee 
before the world was: And, Father, I deſire, that they alſo, whom Thou haſt given 


me, may be with me where I am, that they may behold my glory. |

Now Jeſus was eminently The 
Fuſt One, not only as he fulfilled all righteouſneſs in his on perſon, performing an 
unſinning obedience to the will of God; but alſo as his righteouſneſs is imputed to us, 
and we, upon the terms of the Goſpel, are juſtified, or accounted righteous before God. 
— From this period, 2 Sam. xx111. 3. and Zech. 1x. g. the Jews derived this Title 
of the Meffiah. Acts 111. 14. vII. 52. | ay v. 6. 1 Pet. 111. 18. And it was fo com- 
mon among them, at the time they expected him, that the Roman Centurion, when 
he faw 2 expire on the croſs, and the prodigies attending his crucifixion, cried 
out, Luk. xxIII. 47. Certainly this man was the Fuſi One, that is, the Meffiah fo lo 

ed by his nation; and theſe prodigies are tokens of God's diſpleaſure again 
them, for the impious act they have juſt been guilty of in crucifying him. And this is 
agreeable to what St. Matthew xxvII. 54. and St. Mark xv. 39. ſay, that the Centu- 
non added, Truly this man was the Son of God. The Son of Gad being a Title equiva- 
lent to the Fu/? One. He could not mean to ſay only, This was @ righteous, or innocent 
man; for Pilate declared his innocence in court, and no prodigies were wanted to con- 
vince him of this: but he meant to ſay more, that He was 1h% Fu/t One, divinely com- 
miſſioned to his nation ; and yet this nation had, in defiance of all laws, human and 
divine, with one voice forced Pilate to put him to death. — If it ſhould be ſaid, the 
emphatic article is wanting before the Jul One; I anſwer, ſo it is before the other 
Title which the Centurion uſes, The Son of God; and fo it is, when St. John, 1 Ep. 


11, 2. calls Jeſus, the Fuft One, 


Per. 12. Therefore I will give him, &c. ) Becauſe my Servant hath poured out his foul 
unto death, I will give bim, faith the Lord, the many he hath redeemed for his por- 
tion, and the powerful nations of the earth for his ſpoil. Comp. Zech. viii. 22. and 
PC. 11. 8. He ſhall deſpoil Satan of the 2 which he hath ſo long uſurped over 
the nations; and deliver them, who through fear of death have all their life time been 
ſubject to bondage. Satan ſhall no longer be able to deceive them by his Oracles and 
Deluſions. Their Temples ſhall be demoliſhed, their Idols deſtroyed, and all they 
that worſhip them confounded. The knowledge of the Lord ſhall be diffuſed over 
the nations, as the waters over the ſea, all ſhall know mefrom the leaſt to the greateſt ; 
I will be merciful to their unrighteous deeds; their fins and iniquities will I remember 
no more. At length, all the Kingdoms of the earth ſhall become the Kingdoms of 
the Lord and of his Chriſt, that is, of J7eſus, his anointed. And thus St. Paul, Phil. 
11.9. Whereſote in reward for his ſufferings, God hath highly exalted Him, and given 
Him a name ſuperior to every name; that in the name of 5970 every knee of thoſe in 
deaven, and of thoſe on earth, and of thoſe under the earth, ſhould bow; and every 

tongue confeſs, that Fe/us Chrift is Lord, to the glory of God the Father.
